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MEDICAL SERVICE - 
ONLY FOR WEALTHY?

Dr. Campbell Gardner, profes- 
sor of Surgery at McGill and Head 
Surgeon at the Queen Mary Vete* 
rans Hospital, discussed' Boeialized 
medicine last night at the first 
meeting of the Medical Under- 
gratnatea Society. 

The topic of his speech, "Quo 
Vadis", referred to the future 
of medicine and thé doctors who 
provide it. Dr. Gardner pointed 
out that whereas formerly only 
the wealthy could expect godd me- 
dical care, today the public at 
large wants and is determined to 
get this service. . ^ 

Security 

The speaker mentioned that in- 
dustrial security and the security 
the nation as a wholoidepends on 
good health, and tliftPpnviite en- 
terprise is unable to provide ade- 
quate health facilities for every- 
one. He listed certain factors which 
should be considered in the prob- 
lem of providing medical care. 

Evenly Distributed 

First, hospitals should be evenly 
distributed throughout the country 
•to aid doctors in caring for the 
entire population. These hospitals 
'must have complete research and 
teaching facilities to provide a 
good education for doctors and 
low-cost clinical services. Dr. 
•Gardnçr stressed that above all. 



the best medical aid, both preven- 
tive and curative, be available to 
oil,' regaxdlns of race, religion 
or financial statoB. 

Obvious Objeetioos' 

Certain obvious objections, he 
eaid, must be .dealt with before 
such a program could be' put into 
practice. Among these are the ex- 
pense of organization,' government 
interference and a acute short- 
age of doctors. Financial support 
for - this program ' could possibly 
come from the individual, private 
enterprise and the government

MUST EXPAND TO 
MEET NEW NEEDS

Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal and Vice-Chancellor of McGill 
University, last night suggested a two-point program to olley'rate 
McGill's expected overcrowding that will be inevitoble from the 
increase in university enrollment in the next ten to fifteen years. 

Firstly, he suggested that the undergraduates in the first 
years of Arts, Science, Commerce and Engineering as well as certain 
post-grad students in Medical and Technical Researeh_be.b(in4led^ 
ot ojrenlorged Macdonafd'Coni'pus'r • 
Point Two 

Point two suggested a tremen- 
dous expansion in the Medical, 
Technical and most of the other 
graduate schools to bring McGill 
up to to a much better position 
academically. 

Dr. James especially emphasi- 
zed that this program was a mat- 
ter of his own personal choice 
which came about after his "ap- 
praisal of months of discussion." 
This definitely was NOT part of 
any policy that was in the making 
by the Senate oj Board of Gover- 
nors. . 

The Principal was addressing 
the sixteenth annual meeting of 
the McGill Associates in Redpath 
!Hall where he set forth what he 
considered to be the basic aims 
of McGiU. Namely that McGill 
should provide the best possible 
Undergraduate education in Can- 
ada or even the English-speaking 
world and that the Graduate 
Schools should be increased to the 
point where they can really make 
themselves felt. 

Residence 

The undergraduates would be 
kept out at Macdonald, preferably 
in residence, although this was 
not absolutely necessary, to foster 
a better "esprit de corps" for it 
is evident that the «présent mass 
lectures and inadequate student- 
teacher contract were running the 
process of growth where the whole 
human being develops in his as- 
sociation with great books, his 
peers and appropriate environment 
that are part of the undergradu- 
ate studies. '. 

' Dr. James selected Macdonald 
because of its fine campus and 
the inherent feeling of "isolation 
with contact" — the qualities of 




the older English Universities 
there. As well, the Principal poin- 
ted out that in view of .the Mont^ 
real traffic situation, it is. easier 
to commute from Montreal-West 
and Westraount to St Anne de 
Bellevue that to the comer of 
University and Sherbrooke. 
Nerve Center 
McGill most "provide a nerve 
center of advanced Medical re- 
search" cootinued Dr. James. Mc- 
Gill has so far made only sporadic 
attempts into this field but he 
envisioned a day when the uni- 
versity 'will have the first post-.^ 
graduate medical institute in Câ-^ 
nada. 

"Certainly there is no sirigle 
urgent need in Canada today that 
outstrips technology and Engin- 
eering" but McGill cannot keep 
up with thot need due to insuffi- 
cient facilities 'in the technological 
aspects. We have no graduate 
school of technology. Thus we are 
forcing our students to go to 
France and the United States to 
complete their education. 

Dr. James pointed out "I don't 
know what they (the proposed ex- 
pansion programs) would! cost in , 
dollars and cents or in time and 
energy" but the expenditure would 
only be a mere fraction of the 
resources that are being poured 
into Canada at this moment. 
AInst Expand 
''But," he continued, "if you ac- 
cept these ideas . . . you must 
begin to think to what extent Mc- 
Gill must expand to meet the pro- 
posed increase." Right now Mc- 
Gill's enrolment is 6,703 yrhereas 
In 1965 it will bo approximately 
9,500. This is based on the num-

Editorial 

A $5000 QUESTION 

The question of reducing or eliminating the $5000 financial 
loss now incurred by the SEC in the publication of the University 
yearbook, "Old McGill" has been tabled, "until such time when it 
would be too great a burden for the SEC budget, and at such time 
it be brought before the students that continued publication would 
necessitate o roise in the Students' Society fee." ' 

This decision wos the only one possible under the circumstances. 
The great deficit in the publication budget was. due to^the great 
' increase in printing costs, and any conservatism iri this irègard would 
seriously hinder the production of an annuo! of respectable calibre. 

•i There were other alternatives. The University of British Colum- 
bia solved a similar problem o number of years ago by including 
in its book the picture of every undergraduote in the University thus 
making it appeal to" a greater number of students. This proposal was 
discussed but considered an impractical undertaking in this' Unir 
versity, ' ' * 

■ Raising the price of each book was olso suggested, but it was 
generally felt that the increase of revenue would be negligible in 
view of the consequent reduction in sales. 

There appears only one permanent solution placing the price 
of on annual on the Students' Society fees and making the book 
available to all the students free. 

There is, admittedly, much to be said in favor, of this proposal. 
Jbwever, the. fact remains that most students are not interested in 
liaving on annual under any circumstances. 

Why, then, have on annual.? "Old McGill", like other university 
yearbooks, is the only record kept of the school's yearly octivities. It 
is the obligation of any Students' Council to insure that such a 
record is kept regardless of its vdue on the University market. It 
is for this reason that the Council voted to support the book finan- 
cially. It is for this reason that future Councils must do the same 
while on. economtcjppssibility still exists

A Personal Matter 



Sir: 



' D. J. Howard complains that 
faculty lecturers are usingr "bad 
English" and "should have at least 
a high school, knowledge of Engr- 
lish". PuriSe^^n?^ letter, he 
labels the hilgh schools and the 
language spoken there as "bad" 
also, so perhaps that's the source 
of some of the i^llege 'English, 
and the j)rofs are quite '.'up" on 

It-" . 

On giying the matter second 
thought, however, I see that en- 
gineering students are doing quite 
well by the "bad Enblish" of their 
tutors. I feel that students suf- 
ficiently interested in their sub- 
jects will pay no heed to the minor 
impediments of. speech, of which 
all of us can be capable and which 
can have many causative factors. 
I hope Mr. Howard will realize 
that we must listen to some lectu- 
rers who have come' from far-off 
lands, and who understandably 
have difficulty in placing words 
in the order to which we are ac- 
customed, when translated from 
native tongues. English-speaking 
students of such languages; .. as 
French' and German^'should^under- 
stand what I mean. 

Another consideration is the pos- 
sibility that students insisting on 
"absolute English" are going to 
fi'nd themselves in a strange world 
outside when they leave these hal- 
lowed halls of learning. They may 
find it very difficult to adjust 
to an enviironment where "pidgin 
English" and "fractured French" 
are the spoken dialects and whero 
laymen , have become intolerant of 
"big words", which appear aimed 
to impress more than explain. 

Many neologisms and slang ex- 
pressions, although ^looked upon 
with scorn, have become dictionary 
terms and are in constant us. I' 
don't see linguistic • pedantry as 
necessary in the teaching of tech- 
nical subjects, especially if the 
lecturer is clearly understood; it 
appears to be so, which is more 
than can be said for suçh subjects 
as political "science" andi theology, 
both of .which employ oversized, 
vague words, and a-priori "cure- 
all" formlae in a formal manner. 
One may find that*' groups indul- 
ging in polite, formal English lack 
the warrnth and spontaneity of 
friendship found in groups where 
"uncouth" lanpunge is used. 

To take issue with other letters 
as written by Miss Roskies and 
Len Pinsky, the latter àomes clos- 
er to realizing that while high 
school is a necessary phase of ad- 
olescent student training, it docs 
not follow what ONLY, brilliant 
high school students will make 
brilliant college graduates. Many

The result is that Canada's doUcîr sella 
at a slight premimum over the U.S. dollar. Her credit Is better 
than ours. Her children 'also get the Salk vaccine when ours 
don't, and get it free. . , . 

Here ore" some of Ihe^honif ying sododistic, things the Ccmo- 
dion government does: It owns and. operates o coast-to-cdast 
broadcasting system, TV system, air transport system and rail- 
way system — ^most of these in competition with private com- 
panies. It owns and rims a world-wide shipping and coble sys- 
tem. Among other things, it operates huge grain-storage ter- 
minals and has scattered enterprises like hotels and uranium 
installations. 

But tliis isn't all. Every Canadian at 70 automatically gets 
$40 a month for the rest of his life, let alone what he may olscf^ 
get from a provincial government.. The old codgers aren't even 
humiliated with a means lest; they get it as a matter of right 
and can look you in the eye after this disgraceful handout. 
This shocking situation has gone on for three years. But worse 
still is the family allowance law— Canada's "baby bonus" — 
whose 10th anniversary comes this July 1. 

We^hbpe the revelation' wevore ' about to make never 
comes .to the attention of any true-blue U.S. conservative, for 
the shock might, be too great (we are confident he won't reod 
about it in the conservative local press). 'For 10 years the 
Canadians hove been quietly paying the mother of every child

The Antonio Spanish Ballet 
Company, with over thirty-five 
dancers, singerB^r and musicians, 
evoked a mut^inttsual and enthu- 
siastic rcsponce from a first-night 
Montreal audience. Antonio, the 
Spanish bom choreographer-danc- 
er, communicatxid through his vi- 
sual and auditory medium the 
-vitality, humour, and artistry of 
"of young, cxiciting company. 

Choreography 

In addition to the virtuosity 
[these performers^ the choreo- 
graphy ' (composition of the 
dance) provides an important 
subject for discussion. Though 
much of the program is dedi- 
cated to the traditional Spanish 
flamenco dance, the name of the 
group (i.e. Spanish Ballet Com- 
pany) suggests the deliberate 
intentions of the choreographer 
to present classical ballet in 
combination with the indigenous 
movements of Spanish dance. To 
make this point clear, I would 
like to delineate three kinds of 
'dance ' which Antionio uses .in 
interpreting the Spanish art. 

' First, and most captivating, is 
the traditional flamenco dance ac 
companied by guitar music and 
song. The delicate and complex 
interweavings of rythnts are pro- 
vided by the performers footwork, 
hand-clapping, castanets and un- 
idulating body-movements. It is 
this style of movement which is 
often burlesqued by aspiring little 
dancers and comedians.' One must 
'bear in mind that when Antonio 
himself dances, he demonstrates 



I; 

in a relatively short time, a mul- 
titude of complex rythms in a 
compact form. When rendered by 
the Spanish flamenco 'dancer at 
a fiesta or any such other occa- 
sion, the individual rythmic pat- 
terns are usually more continuous- 
ly repetitious, .wilii far less sudden- 
changes'^nto" another tempo. 

Economy of Movement 

An . important aspect and . 
arresting^ fe'aturie ' of Antonio's' 
dancing is his economy of move- 
ment. His every move, pricise 
and meaningful to his charact- 
erized type of dance is signifi- 
cant singularly, and to the to- 
tality of his dance. He never 
allows the extra tap, stamp or 
gesture that would exaggerate 
to excess the essence of the 
movements. 

Secondly, the company presen- 
ted a suite of folk-regional dances 
from the Basque country in north- 
cm Spain. Although the costumes, 
flavour and essencial rythms of 
these dances were indigenous, the 
choreography was carefully con- 
trived towards a theatrical cons- 
ciousness. Gonseqaently, one is aw- 
are of a more sophisticated and 
intricate perfoi^nanee rather than 
an authentic representation, of 
folk dance. 

Thirdly, Antonio presented two 
larger dances, using ballet tech- 
nique to interpret stories of Spa< 
nish them. I believ<? that the 

compromise of employing a 
abortive and imperfect classical 
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^technique together with casta- 
nets and, occasionally, tradition- 
al Spanish movements would 
initiate a tremendous controver- 
sy. Ardent balletomanes, rigid in 
their conceptual perfection of 
the classical technique, might 
find this fusion irritable. But on 
the other hand, Italian, French 
and English ballet has been prc- 

' formed in Spain for several cen- 
turies, and it is conceivable that 
the Spanish people should as 
similate this form of danCe into 
their own folk culture instead of 
confining it to a school, alone 
and away from the contagions 
traditional dances of Spain.
